gain the lovely heroine. Kitty Doyle, 
who Is Frank's particular star and a. 
mountain 
maiden after one's own 


heart. In common with every member 
of the company, she carries her "gun," 
mill, what Is more to the point, she 
knows how to use It. 


Thi> chief disturbing elements In the 


situation Is Mrs. Klncald, who seems 
to think her rascally husband attrac- 
tlve enough to engage Mrs. Doyle In n 
flirtation and who reveals the sup- 
posed condition of affairs to Mr. Doyle, 
at which the latter tries to abandon bis 
wife and daughter nt the bottom of the 
mine. He Is foiled, as are the two vll- 
Hans, Klncald and Staples, and at the 
end all comes out serenely, with Frank 
and Kitty the cynosures of all eyes and 
the central figures of admiring and 
boisterous miners. 


It has latterly come to be the fashion 


, 
for two sections of the press of this 
country and'Europe to refer to Henry 
Irving from time to time as a man 
•who 1ms 'done wonders for the develop- 
ment of budding histrionic genius. 
These two sections consist of the news- 
papers which are sycophantic and of 
those which are Ignorant and follow 
wherever 
the sycophants lead. Of 


course any well Informed person Is 
aware that Mr. Irving Is a developer 
of crude but talented players. If we as- 
sume that he Is hi that class. Hut If 
we accept I lie general .estimate of Irv- 
ing's ability we cannot admit that he 
has ever done anything to make the 
beginner's struggle easier and his rise 
more rapid. In short, there Is probably 
no prominent actor In the \vurlil who 
lias done so little for the members of 
Ills company In the way of recognizing 
the merit of their work, thereby giving 
them the benellt of the publicity to 
which their achievements have entitled 
thein. 


It Is announced'that Cecilia Loftus. 


the ex-mimic who won fame on the 
.vaudeville stage as Cissy Loftus and 
later became E. 11. Sothern's leading 
.woman, had been engaged by Mr. Irv- 
liifj to play certain roles which Miss 
Terry no longer desires to undertake. 
The whisper was communicated to 
Miss Loftus. and she promptly con- 
tinued Its accuracy, not knowing at 
the 'time that Irving had denied It. 
Whether or not this will end the mat- 
ter time alone can tell, but for some- 
thing very similar a certain young 
'American actor was promptly laid up- 
on the shelf by Irving and later. In 
sheer desperation, gave up the con- 
tract which entitled him to bis salary 
.whether he worked or not. .No: de- 
pund upon It. the young actors of Amer- 
ica and England will never contribute 
to a statue of Irving In order to com- 
niemonitt- their gratitude to the mail 
Who Is referred to by his friends as 
"thu greatest living English speaking 
nctor" despite the fact that those same 
Wends mum be aware of the, contin- 
ued existence upon this mundane 


sphere of Heerbohm Tree, Richard 
Manslleld, Forbes Itobertson, Martin 
Harvey, E. II. Sothern, Lewis Waller 
and several others of about equal abil- 
ity. 


A prominent London writer, who, 


while he Is not an ardent admirer of 
the "actor knight." Is nevertheless In 
no way vindictive, rehearses Henry 
Irvlng'H connection with players who 
have since become prominent, anil It 
must be admitted that be makes u 
strong case. According to this gentle- 
inun. ••\Vi:::;:i:i TurrlsM. who was con- 
nected with the Lyceum off and on for 
Kdiiiethlng like a quarter of n century, 
obtained from Irving only two oppor- 
tunities of real distinction—the parts 
of King Henry VIII. In .Shakespeare 
and Fletcher's piny and of King Hen- 
ry II. In Tennyson's 'lieekett.' Other, 
wist? his big .hits wvre all mnde In 
Adclplil 
melodrama. 
.Miss Emery, 


ngiiln. had no decent parts assigned 
her at the Lyceum. The critics In Kng- 
land and In America recagnlzc<l her 
talent, but Henry Irving did nothing 
to reveal or to develop It. anil It wan 
Tom Thome and Itobert Hucliamin 
who gave this clever Indy her elm nee. 
Alexander. 1 admit, was a favorite of 
Irvine's, so hu was allowed to play 
Nemours In 'Louis XI.,' Caleb Dcedc 
In 'Two Hoses,' Faust In Wills' phiv 
and Macduff In 'Macbeth.' Itut Alex- 
ander Is the only one of Irvlng'H young 
m-Mi who gained any reputation under 
Irvlng's management. 


"What docs the future leader own to 


the present leader of our stage? Two 
minor Shakespearean 'roles, those of 
Claudlo In 'Much Ado About Noth- 
ing' and of Buckingham 
In 'King 


Henry VIII.,' for when he played 
Lancelot 
In 'King Arthur* Forbes 


Hobertson was, of course, fulfilling .1 
.star engagement,' Fancy Irving iiav 
Ing so tine an actor as Hobertsnn a 
member of his company for a whole 
year (IS!)!!) and being content to let 
him deliver twenty lines of a farewell 
speech when he might have had him 
play Orlnndu to his Jacques, Othello to 
his lago, Brutus to his Casslus. It was 
Samuel I'helps Indeed who taught 
Forbes Robertson the business of a 
Shakespearean actor and Wilson Bar- 
rett who gave him his tlrst big opening 
In tho part of Itomeo. Irving gave 
Robertson a big part, that of Lancelot, 
when everybody recognized Robertson 
as a big actor. That Is Irvlng's way. 
lie gave Robert JTaber n big part In 
'Peter the Great:' but. then. Robert 
Taber came over to England with a big 
reputation gained In the United States. 


"But you have to study the strange 


case of Martin Ilnrvey before you are 
In n position to estimate thoroughly 
Henry Irvlng's neglect of his young 
people. Martin Harvey made, I won't 
sny his first appearance, but certainly 
one of his earliest appearances on tho 
stage. In the character of the Dauphin 
In the 1SS7 revival of T.ouls XI.' He 
created a distinct Impression liy a cer- 
tain freshness and boyish sincerity 
which ho threw Into his lovemnklng. 
Note his progress nt the Lyceum. Two 
programmes lying before me Illustrate 
It In almost ludicrous fashion. Onu Is 
elated Dec. ill. 1888, the other Sept. 17. 
18U8. Both «re records of performan- 
ces of '.Macbeth,' of Irvlng's second 
revival of Forbes Robertson's first re- 
vival. And In ten years' time wo find 
that .Martin Harvey has been advanced 
from Donalbaln to Malcolm. In the In- 
terval you will find him ranking with 
other stationary but painstaking gen- 
tlemen In tho list of most of the Irving 
productions, absolutely ilrprlvcd of any 
opportunity of making his mark. He 
may reveal his talent to provincial au- 
diences what tlmo tlie Lyceum Vaca- 
tion company—Is it still existing, I 
wonder?—goes on tour. But he has to 
wait for tho production of Tellcas and 
Mellsonde'*before ho gets his chance 
And then It Is given him by his new 
mnnagor, Forbes Robcrtsjn, not by his 
old manager Henry Irving."

The dlfferencB 
In rainfall, the difference of labor imd 
other problems le*s btrious, but whoso 
solution was requisite for tinul commer- 
cial success, have been met and over- 
come. 
Congress made nn appropriation for nu 


experiment in tea culture about twenty 
years ago, but the money was Injudicious- 
ly expended, and on tho report that there 
•was little prospect of anything of value 
hoing accomplished the experiment was 
closed. Recently, recognizing the value of 
Dr. Shopnrd'H work, the department of. 
agriculture has given him hearty support, 
bearing much of tlu« expense and milking 
him the department's special agent, lix- 
periuicnts were begun on a small scale 
and were necessarily expensive. 


Success has been achieved: the gardens 


nre now paying n handsome profit and 
have not yet reached their full growth. 
"Knowledge has bevu gained," says Dr.

Experiments hnvt- not 
been confined to those varieties that 
promised most remunerative returns, but 
other seeds that seemed to require differ- 
ent conditions !iavp been given trials-, tho 
effort being always to Increase the pro- 
ductiveness, as there lies the profit."

To obtain n reliable supply of labor
